I  that  Ihe  family  uf  General 
Washington  be  requested  to  permit  his 
body  to  be  deposited  under  it,  and  that  the 
monument  be  ao  designated  as  to  commem¬ 
orate  the  great  events  of  hi*  military  and 
political  life."  It  was  also  resolved  that 
Mr*.  Washington  should  be  entreated  to 
give  hear  assent  to  the  interment  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  in  the  above- luontioned  manner.  The 
funeral,  however,  was  over,  and  the  Gen¬ 
eral  had  been  buried  in  the  family  vault  be¬ 
fore  this  communication  was  received,  and 
the  idea  of  a  removal  of  the  remains  was 
very  distressing  to  the  illustrious  widow. 

She  replied,  however,  iu  an  *|>propriate  let¬ 
ter  to  the  President,  in  which  she  submitted 
to  the  National  request,  but  added,  *•  in  do¬
